Al 71, George Bonnet, who was France's Foreign 
Minister during the appeasement years, is one 
of the most vigorous and yoluble ghosts abroad 


today. 


His step ts Uhat of a man 
30 years younger and his cyc- 
sitht fs still ood enough to 
tuke Ho well beyond the range 
of that astonishingly long nose 
of his which along with Hitler's 
moustache, Mussolini's jaw and 
Chamberlain’s umbrella awas 
one of the melancholy cartoon 
symbols of the’ period. 


HIS MEMOIRS 


He has just completed n book 
of memoirs covering those dis- 
astrous years and I had - the 
chilling experience of discussing 
it with him. 


The book will give details of 
what was apparently © some- 
what oo stermy interview Sir 
Winston Churchill had with him 
in 1938. 


Bonnet found Sir Winston 
“very bellicose” and at one 
point-when Bonnet claimed that 
in the event of war Britain 
could only proyide two divisions 
Sir Winston intcrrupted to say: 
“In the event of war it is I and 
not Chamberlain who will be 
Prime Minister.” 


Stalin. was another one who 
avas difficult at the time, He 
insisted that if Russia were to 
sign 2 military allianee, with 
Britain and France, the Rec 
Army should have the right to 
move against Germany through 
Poland and Rumania. 


“But these two countries re- 
fused to have the — Russians,” 
sald Mr Bonnet, and he added 
biandly: “How could we who 
were going to Aght In defence 
of smill nations ‘force on two 
small nations acceptance of the 
Soviet demand?" 


A SHOCK | 


M. Bonnet boasts of his 
diplomatic triumphs. For ex- 
ample, he told me that he ine 
vited Ribbentrop to Paris in 
1938 on the understanding thal 
Ribbentrop would make a 
speech renouncing all German

LOOM’ overshadowed 

legal circles yesterday 
morning and there were uni- 
versal expressions of regret 
when it was known that 
Mr F. C. Jenkin, KC, had 
been found dead in tragic 
circumstances. He was dis- 
covered shortly after 7 am 
in his residence, 409 The 
Peak. He had taken his life 
with a pistol. 


He leaves his wife and three 
daughters, these being “Wendy 
Barrie,” the well-known 
elnemo star, Miss Paddy 
Jenkin, popular stage actress 
and Miss Hazel Jenkin,

” He dwelt exhaustively with 
the ropes and show?d what the 
effect of cutting was and. how 
the two ropes could a’. one me 
have been joined His com- 
ments on this point alone oc- 
cupied half an hour. He sub- 
mitted that there was guificient 
in this to suggest that death 
was not due to strangulation by 
the accused, See 

The jury found ‘the accused 
not guilty. : 

Another famous case in which 
the Iate Mr Jenkin appcared 
was the appeal against the 
decision of the Governor to 
issue n deportation order against 
Sung Man-cho, an _ alleged 
Annamite evolutionary in 1931, 
the legality of which order was 
strenuously contested by the 
late Mr Jenkin. 

The case. went. to Privy 
Council and the man's appeal 
was ‘allowed. 

He was also concerned In the 
famous trial of Cheng Kwok- 
yau on a charge of procuring 
the murder of George Fung. -

several years, he Inserted a 
small advertisement under o 
box number in the SCM.
